MARIO CASTRO ARENAS, FORMER LA PRENSA DIRECTOR AND 
FRANCISCO IQARTUA ROVIRA, OIGA DIRECTOR, HAVE SOUGHT 
ASYLUM IN THE MEXICAN EMBASSY WHILE OSCAR D lAZ BRAVO 
FOUND REFUGE IN THE EMBASSY OF ECUADOR. GYIDO 
CHIRINOS LIZARES, OPINION LIBRE DIRECTOR, HAS APPARENTLY
